The case of a certain Ohio retail hardware mer- 
chant is a peculiar one, and it serves to show how 
cheap one can hold himself in the matter 


- oe of loyalty in home trading. His was a 
radin - : A‘ ; ‘ 
Traitor, prosperous town, with a goodly lot of 


retail merchants in dry goods, groceries, 
shoes, harness, clothing, meats and furniture, besides 
his. own hardware store. The trade of the town had 
been bitten into by catalogue houses, and in conse- 
quence a local home trading. society was formed 
among the merchants, who pledged themselves to 
loyalty in the matter of home buying and to the use 
of their several and collective endeavors to extend the 
home trading gospel round-about for their mutual 
protection. No one in the party was, apparently, so 
loyal as the man of the hardware store, for he talked 
the longest and loudest against the mail order houses 
and howled the strongest when a customer was lost 
through the glittering fascinations of the catalogue 
house and the big picture book. But it was finally 
observed that many new things appeared in possession 
of the hardware family that might have been but 
were not bought at home, and investigation disclosed 
the fact that a great deal of the merchants trading in 
home necessities, was done by mail with the catalogue 
houses. Prompt and vigorous action was taken in the 
matter, and by reason of the associate action the trade 
of every other merchant in the town was promptly 
withdrawn from him, and their influence collectively 
was exerted to keep away from him the trade of all 
other residents until, by force of inactivity because of 
an almost utter absence of customers in the once pros- 
perous store, and the advent of a new stock of hard- 
ware that was put into the town, the business of the 
home trading traitor went to the wall and collapsed 
ignominously. This was an example of good handling 
of a bad case. It is such a handling as should be 
meted out to many other merchants who are likewise 
guilty of this species of double dealing and treachery.

What which the commodity in question may

Wire? be cheapened, impoverished and de- 

graded, without bringing into serious 
disrepute the commodity considered and with this the 
possible ruin to the industry represented ? 

We ask this question having in mind the very im- 
portant item of American wire, and perhaps more 
particularly American fencing wire, in its plain, 
barbed, painted, galvanized and woven forms, con- 
cerning which there is so very much serious general 
complaint as to lead to an altogether unavoidable 
conclusion that the American wire product is very far 
from being as good as it could and should be. The 
complaint against the quality of American fencing 
wire is not at all new. It has been going on for quite 
a long time and with an accumulative force it has 
grown louder and stronger until the rumblings of dis- 
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content have found voice in the American halls of 
Congress through the agency of Congressman 
Haugen of Iowa, who in a bill seeks to bring about 
the removal of a 45 per cent protective tariff that is 
now levied against foreign made wire to the end 
solely, as is stated, to provide American farmers and 


others with real wire that is good enough, honest: 


enough, and enduring enough to be at least worth 
while; such wire as was made in this country and 
elsewhere only a comparatively few years ago. 

The making of such wire is not a lost art. Other 
nations still make it and market it; then why not 
our own much vaunted wire masters? Our raw ma- 
terials are in no wise faulty. Our workmen are noted 
_ the world over for their skill and intelligence, and our 
market for wire, and for fencing wire in particular, 
is surely wider, greater and more profitable than any 
other in the world. Why, then, is there a very gen- 
eral complaint about the seriously deteriorated quality 
of the wire that is available? As all the other govern- 
ing conditions that apply are here considered and 
accounted for, there seems to remain but one place to 
attach the fault, and that is in the methods of the 
American wire makers. In the evidence of Congress- 
man Haugen of Iowa, who represents the farmers, 
and in the very powerful testimony of the representa- 
tive wire fence makers and other wire users of the 
country, shown in the series of communications 
to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN that are being exhibited 
in numbers in its issues, there is ample proof 
that the available wire not only has been poor for a 
long time, but that it is growing worse right along. 
There is something wrong; seriously and, no doubt, 
foolishly wrong. The deterioration of American wire 
is not by any means an accident nor a result of neces- 
sity, such an idea is wholly unworthy of considera- 
tion, hence, it must be deliberately and designedly 
wrong, and the wrong must be righted or the Ameri- 
can. wire industry will crumble like an egg shell as a 
result of a suicidal policy. 

Are there two sides to this question? Certainly 
there are. On the one side are the manufacturers 
who make up and utilize the wire, who not unexpect- 
edly and not unreasonably plead the nature of the 
competition that constantly confronts and menaces 
them in the matter of prices, and in extenuation they 
set forth the necessity of superior advantages in wire 
costs in order to keep afloat and hold and increase 
their trade; and where must these advantages come 
from? Largely out of the quality of the wire, of 
course. But this thing has been going on in all 
trades for centuries. It is a natural law of competi- 
tion which, if necessary and possible and allowed to 
go on unchecked, must result in ruin for the reason 
that a stage of worthlessness must sooner or later 
be arrived at that will destroy the usefulness of any 
commodity so treated, and wholly compel its aban- 
donment. 

On the other side of the question are the American 
wire makers, whose sole extenuating plea, so far as 
we have learned, is that they are making wire accord- 
ing to specifications, or in other words, they are 
giving buyers what they ask for? No doubt they 
are, and in this would seem to be “the meat in the 
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cocoanut.” Have they a right to do this? We 
not asking this question on moral grounds at all. \\- 
ask for a pure business reasoning of the situation a; 
relates to present and prospective conditions of pros- 
perity. Has the wire making industry of America 
a right to cut away all the bridges ahead of it by 
degrading its product and prostituting it at the behest 
of competing manufacturers who seek to destroy each 
other with weapons put into their hands at the 
fountain head? If so, where will it all end? Hoy 
long will the consumer stand it? When will he 
repudiate the wire? And when he does repudiate it 
and turn to a substitute, what will become of the wire 
manufacturer and the wire maker? 

The complaint against galvanized fencing wire, 
both in barb and plain conditions, it will be noted is 
so serious as to command attention: and demand a 
remedy, for it is represented in all candor, and by 
experts whom we are not prepared to question, that 
in marketable galvanized wire the processes of gal 
vanizing to the end of stinting the spelter covering, 
and the labor, have in too many cases amounted to al 
most a bare coloring of the wire that is practicall) 
worthless as a weather resistant which is its real pur 
pose for outdoor uses such as is required in fencing 
in particular. 

We do not pretend to say that there is no good 
American wire to be had. We are ready to concede 
that it can be had, and this belief finds confirmation 
in the statement already used to the effect that makers 
make whatever buyers demanded, but we are quite 
assured that there is much and too much exceedingly 
poor wire made and that conditions bring it alto- 
gether too universally into use. 

There is a remedy-for all this wire quality trouble, 
and no time should be lost in applying it. A cutting 
out of the unworthy product, a refusal to make it, and 
a grading up of minimum quality to standards that 
are positively worthy both in the wire and the coat- 
ing, and a persistent refusal to go below the estab- 
lished standard would settle the whole matter and per- 
petuate the wire industry, and nothing else will. 
Price is a poor competitive measure. Quality is a 
far better one for all concerned. Quoting the la- 
mented Lincoln, let us remind you that “You can fool 
all of the people some of the time; you can fool some 
of the people all the time, but you can’t fool all of the 
people all of the time.”

News Siftings 


The Co-operative Stove Works of Bloomington, 
Ill., whose plant has been closed down for some 
months, has resumed operation. 

Mr. J. H. Kroberger, representing the March- 
Brownback Stove Co., of Pottstown, Pa., was among 
the recent callers at the office of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN, 

A new line of stoves and gas ranges will be put up- 
on the market by the Warren Stove Co. of Warren, 
O. The company which has for some time been en- 
gaged in equipping a foundry and manufacturing 
plant expects to have these goods ready for the sum- 
mer trade. 

The Detroit Stove Polish Co., of Detroit, Mich., 
offer “ebony stove polish” to stove manufacturers and 
dealers, put up in a manner intended entirely for their 
own uses, it being the company’s intention to operate 
entirely on bulk goods for these uses and to make no 
effort to manufacture goods for retailing. 

The Stitzell Stove Company, of Louisville, Ky., has 
been sold to Edw. D. White and Jos. S. McDevitt. 
The new owners propose to improve the plant by en- 
larging it and to increase its capacity and improve 
the business vigorously. Quite an amount of new 
machinery will enter into the new outtfi. 

E. H. Mumford Company, of Philadelphia, Pa., has 
bought up the patent rights machines and equipment 
of Ph. Bonvillain and Eronceray in the United 
States. The line consists of molding machines, 
patterns, the process and everything relating thereto. 
The E. H. Mumford Company will remove its offices 
from 17th and Callowhill streets to 1350 Race street, 
where the French machines have heretofore been ex- 
hibited. 

The Rockmart Stove & Foundry Company, former- 
ly located in North Carolina, has been organized with 
a capital of $100,000 to do business at Augusta, Ga. 
It will be remembered that the city of Selma, Ala., 
was negotiating with this company a few months ago 
in an endeavor to induce it to locat®at Selma. Bet- 
ter inducements, however, having been offered by 
Augusta it was determined to locate at that point. It 
is expected that the company will be in operation at a 
plant of its own at Augusta by the middle of the 








current year. 

We have from C. N. Hooper of Dubuque, Ia., the 
vitreous enameling technologist manufacturing ex- 
pert of Dubuque, Ia., a series of literature relating to 
comparative acetic acid tests of enameled sheet stee! 
cooking ware which is made up into groups relating 
to 100 per cent, 50 to 60 per cent, 30 to 40 per cent, 
15 to 20 per cent wares, which is very interesting and 
with this there is enclosed the statement of the mak- 
ers of enameled ware in various sections of the coun- 
try as to the value of Mr. Hooper’s method and proc- 
ess. It is interesting reading. 

A recent issue of the Pittsburg Gazette of Pittsburg, 
Pa., publishes a very nice portrait of Lieut. Col. Lewis 
Albert Anshutz, and with it an itém calling attention 
to the fact of his having been appointed as division 
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commissary of the National Guard of Pennsylvania. 
The sketch besides offering this statement follows in a 
biographical way back through the history of the ¢aj- 
lant colonel in a complimentary way. Colonel An- 
schutz is well known to the stove trade of the country 
through his former connection with the stove manu- 
facturing concern of Anschutz, Bradberry & Co., of 
Pittsburg, which business was later taken over and js 
now operated by the Stove & Range Company of 
Pittsburg, of Pittsburg, Pa. 

An envelope size folder by F. M. Borden & Bro., 
of Philadelphia, Pa., is printed in brilliant red and jl- 
lustrated. It relates to the National Steam Cooker, 
which is stated to be made of heavy block tin, and in 
a number of varieties as relates to capacities and sec- 
tions. It is one of those cookers that cook entirely 
by steam and the folder advises us that with this de- 
vice there may be cooked saur-kraut, onions, cabbage 
and pudding at the same time without any one of them 
partaking of the odor or flavor of the other. The Na- 
tional Steam Cooker seems to possess a number of 
advantages some of which are in the economy of fuel, 
the amount of stove space used, and numerous ad- 
vantages of multiple food preparation at the same ex- 
pense as one of the items. 


There is a movement on foot in Pueblo, Colo., for 
the establishment of a stove manufacturing plant at 
that point, and it is stated that the business men’s as- 
sociation of Pueblo has guaranteed a $15,000 bonus to 
the Collins & Burgie Stove Company, whose plant 
was destroyed at Marengo, IIl., a short time ago, t 
locate their factory at Pueblo. In consideration of 
the bonus the company is to agree to erect a plant at 
a cost of not less than $150,000, and to employ 50 men 
at the opening time and to increase the force to 175 
men. It is stated that this offer has been accepted 
by the company and that it will begin at once to dis- 
mantle its Marengo plant and that within a period of 
60 days the erection of the new plant for the com- 
pany will be begun at Pueblo.

THE SUPREME PENINSULAR. 


The Peninsular Stove Co. of Detroit, Mich., has in 
its new Supreme Peninsular heating stove, which is 
an original creation, a heater that bids fair to find a 
generous appreciation in the trade and it merits a 
favorable recognition among stove users generally. 
In its lines it partakes of both the oak and the square 
cast mica doored coal heater, though the typical 
lines are so nicely modified and blended into the struc- 
ture as to an extent lose their identities in the crea- 
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Supreme Peninsular. 


tion as a whole and afford lines that go to the 
creation of a new being. 

In its working features the heater is distinctly 
original, and it gives evidence of practicability in 
directions that are wholly new. Two of the striking- 
ly new features are in, first, a hot blast device in the 
form of a hollow ring surrounding the top of the fire- 
pot, which has a screw register inlet at the front. 
The ring throughout its entire extent is frequently 
pierced by slotted perforations. The entering air be- 
coming highly heated in transit through the ring is 
forced upon the top of the fire and mixes at all points 
with the heavy gases at a time and at a place when 
its presence only is required to ignite and burn them 
completely and thus the purest, best and most effi- 





cacious of the heating elements of bituminous fuel is 
utilized perfectly for heating instead of being allowed 
not only to go to waste but to clog up chimney and 
flues generally. By this system the waste product 
becomes the chief heating factor and it is all con- 
sumed, 

The Supreme Peninsular is a magazine stove, but not 
of the recognized order, with vertical central magazine 
burns at its base. Instead of this, as its second im- 
portant feature, a capacious, wide-mouthed hopper is 
provided high up at the back and outside the general 
structure. It has a downward and inward inclined 
chute formation with a rigid interior swing cover and 
thus it retains its great charge of fuel wholly outside 
the stove until a lever is operated upon. By operating 
a feed lever the inner hopper cover is released and 
raised and a sufficient replenishment of fuel is auto- 
matically distributed over the surface of the fire. 
Thus we learn of the stove’s action with soft coal, and 
it is said to work perfectly with all grades of this fuel. 
But it is also a thoroughly efficient hard coal burner, 
as the elimination of the air blast by closing the 
front screw register provides wholly correct condi- 
tions for anthracite consumption, as in the hopper 
feed no difference occurs and the surface of the fire 
is all exposed and is all clean fire. It also burns wood 
equally well. The heater is an attractive one ex- 
teriorly, with richly designed black iron plates and 
rich and ample nickel adornment, and it is strongly 
mica lighted on three of its faces.

Representative Marshall of North Dakota has in- 
troduced in Congress a bill to prevent the manufac- 
ture, sale or transportation of adulterated or un- 
labeled paint, turpentine or linseed oil in the District 
of Columbia, or in any state or territory of the United 
States. The penalty clause of the bill provides that 
upon each conviction the guilty party may be fined not 
to exceed $500, or shall be sentenced to one year 
imprisonment, or both, and for each subsequent con- 
viction shall be fined not less than $1,000, or sentenced 
to one year imprisonment, or both. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Hardware Jobbers’ Association of Texas was held at 
Dallas on February 13. The session was of the execu 
tive order and little of its proceedings have been 
learned. We are advised, however, that it was ar- 
ranged to hold the next annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation at San Antonio on April 17-18. It was learned 
from attendance at the meeting that Texas hardware 
trade affairs are straightening themselves out into 
good shape and that some other encouraging condi- 
tions were brought out at the meeting.

A FENCE WIRE COMPLAINT. 


Advices from Washington, D. C., to THE 
AMERICA ARTISAN state that a bill seeking the re- 
moval of the duty of 45 per cent upon barbed or 
woven wire has been introduced in Congress by Rep- 
resentative Haugen of Iowa. Mr. Haugen, it is 
stated, claims to have the support of the Secretary 
of Agriculture in an effort to bring the fence wire 
trust to terms and insure a better quality of wire for 
the farmers of the United States. He is said to have 
stated that the farmers complain of the quality of wire 
rather than its price, and asserts that fence wire now 
used on American farms is brittle and short lived and 
that as a result the maverick population is growing 
on the western plains and stock are straying from one 
ranch to another. 

The abolition of the duty, he believes, will result in 
a better class of wire being turned out in this country 
in order to meet foreign competition. 

The foregoing item was published in THE AMERI- 
CAN ARTISAN under the date of February 22, since 
which time there have come to us numerous letters 
from wire and fencing concerns that seem to have a 
distinct bearing upon the subject and are therefore in- 


teresting in this connection. We take pleasure in sub- 
mitting herewith extracts from them: 
The Frost Wire Fence Co. writes: 

Regarding the quality of wire now produced in the Unit- 
ed States for fencing purposes, will say, that in our opinion 
it does not compare with the wire produced eight to fifteen 
years ago. 
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Hundreds of our agents have reported that the galvan- 
izing is not satisfactory. We know this to be a fact, from 
personal observation. . Possibly the removing of the duty on 
plain annealed, as well as galvanized wire, will remedy mat- 
ters more than anything else, as it will enable the smaller 
manufacturers to buy better goods at satisfactory prices, from 
foreign manufacturers.

We would say that while it is unquestionably true that 
the quality of woven and barbed wire fencing is not as good 
as it should be, the main reason, we take it, is that th: 
parties using fencing as a rule are not willing to pay for the 
better class of goods and insist on buying the cheapest to be 
had, so that where one manufacturer puts up goods, first- 
class in every respect, and consequently has to charge a 
higher price for the same, the consumer will almost invar 
iably go ,to the next dealer and buy the cheapest class of 
goods. This, of course, makes the quality poorer, and until 
the consumer is willing to pay for first-class material, there 
is no remedy that we can see. It is simply a case of supply 
and demand. The consumer demands something cheap and 
the manufacturer furnishes it.

The Crawfordsville Wire & Nail Co. writes: 

While galvanized wire will not stand for galvanizing as 
it did several years ago, the consumers, or users, are to a 
large extent to blame for the present condition. They were 
“eternally harping” for cheap wire, and in order to cheapen 
the wire we had to cheapen the galvanizing. 

When galvanized wire was first made it was drawn 
through a sand wipe and would get a very heavy coat of 
spelter, while at the present time an asbestos wipe is used, 
and also a lever wipe. The lever wipe takes off the greater 
amount of spelter that the wire takes on going through the 
spelter pan, while with the asbestos wipe the galvanizing is 
some heavier. 

We think that you will also find that the small manu- 
facturers who do not care for a large tonnage are turning out 
a better grade of wire than the big mills. We have had no 
complaint on our product, and owing to the fact that our 
mill runs twenty-three hours out of twenty-four the year 
round is surely proof that the material is all right. 

We cannot see that the 45 per cent duty off wire fence 
would help out in any way, as the foreign make of wire is 
not any better than the wire made in this country, and the 
removal of the duty would only tend to lower the wages of 
the laboring man, as we think the manufacturers would try 
to secure as much out of their products as they are at the

The Up-To-Date Mfg. Co. writes: 

In our opinion the removal of duty on wire in the U. S. 
is about the only thing that will ever get us back to a good 
grade of galvanized wire. We do not make wire, but we 
use a great deal of it, and we have tried everything in our 
power to get a good grade. We even offer to pay a premium 
on extra galvanizing if we can get it, and in cases where we 
have paid it we find when we get the wire that there is not 
much difference between it and the other wire. 

We only wish that the congressmen of our country would 
get in line with Mr. Haugen and support this bill. The time 
was that you could get good galvanized wire, that the gal- 
vanizing would last for years, but it seems now impossible to 
get any kind of wire that the galvanizing will last over 4 
or 5 years and some not that. Wire manufacturers claim 
it is on account of the price they have to make on it that 
they have to galvanize it so thin that it does not last longer, 
but the writer has been connected with the fence business for 
over 20 years and has bought wire for less price than we are 
paying to-day and got a great deal better quality. There is

Missouri Retail 
Hardware Association 


The annual convention of the Missouri Retail Hard- 
ware Association was held in St. Louis, at the Mer- 
cantile Club, covering the dates of February 27 
and 28, 

The meeting was opened Thursday with prayer, and 
President W. H. Hahn of the association welcomed 
the delegates in an address which, in continuation, led 
into the president’s annual address. In this the affairs 
and purposes of the association were considered. He 
referred to the embarrassment in which the associa- 
tion has found itself by reason of the illness of the 
former secretary, and because of the irregularities that 


had occurred in the secretary’s office. Among other 
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things the president dwelt upon the subject of the 
Parcels Post and praised the work that the hardware 
associations have done in the direction of preventing 
the passage of the measure by the 6oth Congress. His 
address was an excellent one from an association 
standpoint, it having gone into the important branches 
of the association work quite thoroughly. 

Secretary Kansteiner reported a highly unsatisfac- 
tory condition of affairs as related to the time in which 
he took up the work of the office. He reported 22 
new members having been added to the association 
since he had taken charge of the work, and in a gen- 
eral way his report showed a greatly benefited state of 
affairs since his induction into the secretaryship. 

On behalf of the executive committee it was re 
ported that the books and the papers of former secre- 
taries had been gone over at a meeting in St. Joseph, 
Missouri, on August 15th, and that at that time the 
former secretary's affairs were straightened out as far 
as was found to be practicable. The committee sug 
gested some changes in the by-laws of the association 
which would provide for the election of the secretary 
instead of continuing the office as an appointive one. 
The committee reported that the insurance of members 
had, according to directions, given at the last session 
of the association, been reinsured in the Minnesota 
Mutual Fire Insurance Association. 

The convention was more or less informal in many 
of its proceedings, the attendance was not so large as 
had been expected, but a very keen interest was mani- 
fested in the proceedings by those present. Much time 
was given to general discussions of miscellaneous mat- 
ters relating to the association’s business and to the 
conditions of the hardware trade in general. A re- 
port of the committee on the Boston national conven- 
tion was presented in its regular order, following 
which Mr. J. A. Feffer, of the Parrish Erickson Com- 
pany of St. Joseph, in a bright and interesting speech, 
full of live ideas and live suggestions, proceeded to 
wake up the convention. The speech was an excellent 
one and was very well received. 

The president then announced these committees: 
On Resolutions, R. D. Quisenberry, L. A. Pauley and 
M. Wengert; on Press, F. R. Hauss and F. D. Kan- 
steiner; on Auditing, W. T. Shoop, T. Frier and O. 
W. Johnson; on Nominating, M. C. Post, John T. 
Cochran, A. C. Albers. Following the appointment of 
the committee the meeting adjourned to the afternoon. 

Following the opening exercises of the afternoon 
session the president introduced Mr. W. G. Simmons, 
of the Simmons Hardware Company. Mr. Simmons 
then addressed the meeting. In his address he spoke of 
the pleasure it gave him to welcome the members of 
the association to St. Louis, and he referred to the un- 
usual business situation that had presented itself 
throughout the country with the opening of the cur- 
rent year. He spoke of the greatness and the progress 
of St. Louis as a city and as a distributing center, and 
cited its steady growth in business affairs. In his 
speech he made reference to the other wholesale hard- 
ware men of the city and complimented them upon 
the part that they had taken in the direction of mak- 
ing the city of St. Louis a wonderful hardware center. 
Others of the wholesale hardware men of St. Louis 
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spoke briefly upon hardware and association topics, 
and the convention adjourned for the day.

At Friday morning session, following the opening 
preliminaries and some general talk among the officers 
and delegates, President S. R. Miles of the National 
Hardware Association was introduced and ad- 
dressed the convention. Mr. Miles said that he was 
sorry the association was not represented in a larger 
attendance at the meeting, and stated his belief that 
the future would bring about a beneficial state of af- 
fairs to the association and an increased membership. 
Mr. Miles urged hard and systematic work for the 
upbuilding of the association, and set forth the ad- 
vantages that would accrue to all concerned by more 
generous outpouring of the trade in conventions of this 
character. He cited the present condition of the Ohio 
Retail Hardware Association with its 900 to 1,000 
members, and stated that over 800 members were 
present at the recent annual meeting in Columbus. He 
commended the hardware insurance companies and 
spoke of their wonderful success, and stated that much 
of the phenomenal success that was had at Ohio in its 
hardware association had been brought about through 
the popularity of its insurance feature. He referred 
to the success of the North Dakota Retail Hardware 
Association, and stated that in this case more than 85 
per cent of all.the hardware dealers in the state of 
North Dakota was members of its retail hardware 
association. 

The catalogue house question engaged Mr. Miles’ 
attention to a very considerable extent and, as the 
members were all interested in this subject, upon 
which Mr. Miles is so thoroughly well informed, the 
topic became a most interesting one to all present. He 
told of the work that the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation had been doing in relation to catalogue 
house matters, and made it very plain that much prog- 
ress had been made along the lines of protection for 
retail hardware men against the encroachment of the 
catalogue houses. 

Vice President A. T. Stebbins, of the Minnesota 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, talked to the 
convention about the parcels post proposition and 
made a plea for loyalty of the hardware dealers in the 
matter of home buying. He also spoke upon the sub- 
ject of the Minnesota Mutual Fire Insurance Associa- 
tion with which he is officially connected, and set forth 
encouraging propositions for consideration of the dele- 
gates at the meeting. The address was a bright and 
pleasing one and awakened a great 4mount of interest. 
Addresses were made by H. L. McNamara, M. L. 
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Corey and others, and Vice President Williams spoke 
upon the topic, “What Good Has the Association Done 
Me.” This was one of the best addresses delivered to 
the association, and Mr. Williams was highly comp]i- 
mented upon it. 

On Friday afternoon the several committees’ reports 
were heard and the committee on resolutions offered 
the following resolutions: 

Whereas, The St. Louis hardware brethren have 
again so royally entertained us, be it 

Resolved, That we find words insufficient to express 
our gratitude for their entertainment and hospitality. 

Resolved, That we approve of the work of the na- 
tional association and feel deeply gratified in having 
its officers here, and again pledge our hearty support 
in its undertakings. 

Resolved, That the association express its opposi- 
tion to the parcels post bill and earnestly request the 
co-operation of each and every member with the na- 
tional association in working for its defeat. 

Resolved, That we tender our thanks and appre- 
ciation of the unselfish labor of our state officers. 

Resolved, That we tender our thanks to the trade 
press, local press and representatives of the jobbing 
and manufacturing interests of the city in their hearty 
co-operation in our efforts. 

Resolved, That we extend our thanks to F. P. Haus 
for his untiring work in our behalf, he having been 
with us at every meeting since our organization. 

Resolved, That we tender our thanks to the Mer- 
cantile Club for the courtesy shown us during our 
sessions. 

The following officers were then chosen: Presi- 
dent, O. W. Johnson, Marshall; Vice President, R. 
H. Meyers, St. Louis; Secretary-Treasurer, F. D 
Kansteiner, St. Louis. 


Pennsylvania Retail 
Hardware Association 





The Seventh Annual Convention of the Pennsyl- 
vania Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association was held 
at Cambridge Springs, Pa., at the Rider Hotel cover- 
ing the dates of March 3-5. 

The opening session included an informal recep- 
tion of members and guests at the Rider Hotel. 

The afternoon session opened promptly at I p. m., 
and after the usual opening formalities, which _ in- 
cluded the calling of the roll, the enrollment of new 
members, the payment of dues and the appointment 
of committees, the president delivered his annual ad- 
dress. 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

President Kaufman in his address called attention 
to the purposes of the association and to the rights 
and privileges of members of the association under 
the rules of the organization. He urged that every 
member should be alert and active and to always keep 
in mind the interests of the association and to work 
for its prosperity. He took up the matter of “Classifi 
cation” and the needs of a line of distinction between 
the regular legitimate hardware merchants and others 
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who, although engaged in the hardware business, are 
not entitled to classifications upon the same lines as 
the regular retail hardware dealers, and stated that 
he believed that a line of distinction should be sharply 
irawn between retailers and the jobbers of hardware. 

In the matter of “Unification,” he urged concerted 
action upon all matters relating to legislation favor- 
able to the association, including such legislation as 
will be found necessary to the end of operating against 
the Parcels Post proposition and other matters, and 
called attention to the power and strength of the 
organization in such matters when exerted in united 
form to a given end. He stated that the hardware 
interest in intelligence and intellectuality stood high 
in the ranks of business men. He thanked the officers 
for their fidelity and activity during the year past 
and made a plea for continued effort by the officers 
and by members generally and the devotion of more 
time to the affairs of the association not only in the 
conventions but outside of the conventions throughout 
the year. 

Refenring to the convention itself and noting the 
difficulties that had been encountered in arranging a 
place for its holding he laid the blame for these diffi- 
culties to an apathy and lack of interest in the associa- 
tion’s affairs and to a consequent difficulty in settling 
upon a suitable place for the holding of the convention 
where its delegates and guests could be properly en- 
tertained and in conclusion along these lines said, 
“It does seem to me, however, that the logical place 
for the annual meeting of this association would be 
at the great metropolis of the state, Philadelphia,” and 
asked that this matter be given due consideration at 
this convention. 

As to matters of privilege he stated his wish that 
those present should remember that the convention 
was not one of officials or of a few but was a conven- 
tion in which all were equally responsible for its suc- 
cess or for its failure and asked his hearers to exer- 
cise their privitege in this direction and to make the 
Seventh Annual Convention the very best one ever 
held by- the Pennsylvania Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion, and to this end to consider with matured judg- 
ment the enactment of such measures as would be 
brought before the convention for consideration at 
this meeting. Among other things he recommended 
that it be made a rule of the association that its offi- 
cers should have their books and accounts ready to 
place in the hands of the auditing committee at the 
adjournment of the first business session of each con- 
vention and that the auditors should include in their 
reports the number of members whose dues are fully 
paid and also a statement of the number of members 
in arrears and the amount of their arrears and that 
in future the bills against the association be paid only 
on orders authorized by the Executive Committee 
duly signed by the president and countersigned by the 
secretary of the association. 

Following the president’s address the reports of 
the secretary and the treasurer were heard and the 
committees submitted their reports. 

WEDNESDAY. 

The session of Wednesday morning was an open 

one. After the usual opening preliminaries Col. Flood 
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of Meadville delivered an address of welcome to the 
delegates, which was responded to by-President Kauf- 
man. Beyond this.the program called for addresses 
by Mr. James T. Fernley, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
National Jobbing Association; Mr. R. R. William, 
and “Remarks” by Mr. Harvey J. Fueller. 

In the afternoon session, which was an executive 
one and was called to order at 2 p. m., addresses and 
papers were heard, one of which relating to the mat- 
ter of insurance by W. P. Lewis, secretary of the 
Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Associa- 
tion of Pennsylvania, and of the National Hardware 
Mutual Fire Insurance Co. 

The Question Box was an interesting feature of the 
session. After the Question Box the meeting ad- 
journed. . 

THURSDAY. 

The morning session opened with an address by Mr. 
Harvey J. Fueller of Philadelphia upon “The Master 
Sheet Metal Worker as a Business Man,” and con- 
cluded with the election of officers. 

The afternoon session opened up with a very inter- 
esting paper by Geo. B. Thompson of Mt. Jewt, Pa., 
and after the usual adjustment of general business and 
referred considerations the convention adjourned. 

On Thursday evening a splendid banquet was ten- 
tered to the delegates and guests in the hotel banquet 
hall, which was a splendid affair in all respects and 
which everyone enjoyed. The banquet features were 
set from 8:30 to 11:00 p. m., following which a danc- 
ing program was arranged to begin at I1:00 and to 
continue into the small hours of the morning.

The type arrangement is fair, the rule 
work is very cleverly done and the dark bordering 
rule is properly mortised at the corners, but unfor- 
tunately in the lock-up of the advertisement the 
border rule has not been suitably treated and as will 
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be seen there are rough gaps all through it even at 
the mitered corners, and Mr. Streetor shoula, 
think, have had the name of his town at least in ¢! 
advertisement. This advertisement appeared in the 
Daly Monitor of Streator, Ill., where it occupied five 
inches double column.

HEATING PLANT FOR A SMALL COTTAGE. 





BY OTTO FALKENHAINER. 

[he conditions encountered in this job were the 
same as usually found when an attempt is made to re- 
model and modernize an old house—low cellar, no wall 
stacks, and no chimney in the cellar. 

In spite of these handicaps, we were able to place 
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that most of the pipes can be taken from the back of 
the heater, as most of the radiating surface is there. 
In this particular case, we heat three rooms with two 
hot air runs in the cellar, making use of the modern 
wall register to accomplish this. The cold air or re- 
turn plate was placed in the dining room and con- 
nected to the furnace by means of a box, made of gal- 
vanized iron and placed overhead, dropping to the 
lower casing with a round pipe and elbow. On ac- 


count of the low cellar we had to use a wide. flat box 


of the same capacity as the round pipe.

the furnace, after the needed changes were made, in 
a very satisfactory way. The first thing, of course, 
was to get the flue into the cellar, and while the chim- 
ney was built we slipped a wall stack alongside of it 
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Manner of Connecting Cold Air Pipe. 


for the bathroom upstairs. After this it became an 
easy matter to place the furnace according to good 
rules in the northwest part of the cellar, close to the 
chimney and with short pipe runs. We find it good 
practice to always place the furnace in such position, 





It may be of interest to some to show the manner 
we had of connecting the joints of this box. By turn- 
ing the edges a little more than square, at the ends of 
the joints, butting together and slipping a cleat over 
the same, we can get a pretty good seam and one that 
stiffens the pipe, even after the cleat is flattened out. 
Papering the seams helps to make a dust-proof job.

Now step 
off the profile in any given number of spaces and trans- 
fer the same to line C-D, drawing lines at right angle< 
to C-D through each space as in G-H. Next drop lines 
from each of the space in the profile to miter line 
E-F. Now draw line from miter line where these lines 
intersect parallel to C-D and where lines having the 
same numbers cross each other draw the line I-J which 
completes the pattern.

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TIN PRODUCTION OF AUSTRALIA.

The following quantities of tin 
were mined last year in each of the producing states: 
New South Wales, 1,300 tons ; Queensland, 4,823 tons: 
Tasmania, 4,473 tons; and Western Australia, 1,495 
tons. This it may be said relates to tin in the metal 
and not to tin plate. 





CHILEAN COPPER MINING. 





There have been 7,854 copper claims worked in 
Chile at different times, of which only 748 were work- 
ed during the past year. Many of these mines are 
rich in copper, but with the high price of labor and 
the poor transportation facilities, few, if any, can be 
made to pay at the present low price of copper, save 
those equipped with up-to-date machinery. These are 
limited, and should the present conditions continue, 
the production of copper in Chile for 1908, it is esti- 
mated, will not be one-half that for the past year. 
The future for the mining interests does not seem 
bright at present. The scarcity and high price of la- 
bor are factors that bear heavily on this industry in 
this part of the world. There seems to be plenty 
of rich ore in the country, but the trouble is with the 
methods in general use to get it ready for the mar- 
ket. More up-to-date machinery and methods are 
needed to make the business profitable.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


As compared with the corresponding period of a 
year ago the jobbing hardware trade may be called 
thoroughly dull at the present time, but in an average 
comparison of a number of years past, trade may be 
said to be in normal condition, in its average. There 
is a fair movement of both staple and special goods 
throughout the West and Northwest and the evidence 
of an increased activity in all lines in these sections is 
not at all wanting. The building outlook is thorough- 
ly good and inquiry and demand for builder’s hard- 
ware is not only very encouraging but it leads to con- 
clusions that are in the direction of a very satisfactory 
building hardware business throughout the year. 
Stocks of hardware on hand with western and north- 
western retail hardware dealers are reported as very 
well assorted, but not wholly up to the usual standard 
as to quantities and aggregate values. - Jobbing stocks 
are reported strong and manufacturers are filling or- 
ders with reasonable promptness. There is reported 
some complaint as to shortage of cars for transporta- 
tion. Prices continue firm in practically all lines and 
collections are good. Wire products continue strong 
and are now running to about 80 per cent of the mill 
capacity. Wire nails, barb wire and plain fencing 
wire still continue in strong request. Wire nails are 
quoted at $2.23, galvanized barb wire at $2.68, paint- 
ed barb wire $2.38, smooth annealed wire $2.08, 
smooth galvanized wire $2.38, galvanized _ staples 
$2.63, polished staples $2.23. These quotations being 
for car lots to jobbers. Car lots to retailers adds 5c 
all the way and for less than car lots add 15¢. 

There is littlke movement in cut nails and there is 
reported a shading of the market quotations to the ex- 
tent of 10c a keg. Quotations in Chicago market are 
iron cut, cars to jobbers, $2.38; cars to retailers, 
$2.43; steel cut, cars to jobbers, $2.28; cars to retail- 
ers, $2.33. 


TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate market is gradually getting into bet- 
ter shape. Orders are coming in more freely, and 
plans are gradually resuming. Business at present 
is mainly routine, but manufacturers are optimistic 
over the outlook. Prices are for 100-pound coke 
plates, $3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with the independents 
quoting $3.65. Price f. 0. b. Swansea for tin plate is 
12s. Arrivals of tin plate for the week were 19,542 
boxes at New York, and 40 boxes at Philadelphia. 
Stocks of tin plate in Swansea on Feb. 13 were 148,- 
986 boxes, against 117,728 at the same time a year 
ago. We quote:

SHEETS. 

The jobbing interest in sheets reports an improved 
condition in the movement of sheets at the present 
time, but it is stated that the movement at the mills js 
not wholly in accord with that of the store movement. 
This would indicate a trimming down of store stock 
to some extent. Mills are operating largely at the 
present time upon sheets for immediate demand and 
are running to fair specifications. The Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube Co., which has been shut down for a 
number of weeks, started its plant in full during the 
week. Prices of sheets remain unchanged and there 
seems to be no’ prospect of any alterations of prices 
during the present or the near future time.

COPPER. 


The copper market weakened a little during the 
week in sympathy with London and the small domes- 
tic business in progress. Electrolytic was marked 
down 4c to 123%4c, and even this would have been 
shaded by the independent dealers on a firm offer. 
The course of the London market indicates that the 
carrying of the large stocks in that market is becom- 
ing burdensome, and there is some throwing over of 
supplies by tired longs. These are not readily absorb- 
ed by the continental manufacturers, and the market 
present a weak appearance. The decline in the Lon- 
don market came in the face of a better statistical po- 
sition, showing a decrease in stocks of 1,610 tons, 
and an increase in the supplies afloat of 200 tons. I[n- 
siders say that both the market here and abroad are 
being subjected to a great deal of juggling, and it is 
difficult to predict the course of the market. In some 
quarters it has been thought that the move in cutting 
prices was to stimulate speculative buying, in both this 
and the London market, but no engagements of mag- 
nitude were reported. It is believed, however, that 
Europe is still in a position to take a large volume of 
the metal. Prices on the New York Metal Exchange 
were during the week reduced M%c all around to 12! 
to 1234c for lake, 123¢c to 125¢c for electrolytic and 
12%c to 12%c for casting copper. The market was 
called weak. 

Exports from New York were 2,854 tons. Exports 
for February showed a total of 24,640 tons, or a total 
of 57,659 tons since the beginning of the year, as con 


pared with 26,213 tons during the same period 
1907. Total arrivals for February were 3,412 tons 
copper, 1,385 tons matte and 26,091 tons ores. Total 
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arrivals at all ports of the United States for January 
-ere 7,300 tons fine copper.

PIG IRON. 

There has been considerable talk in factory circles 
that consume pig iron of a 25,000 ton order for South- 
ern iron that was put out by the International Har- 
vester Company recently, but upon investigation the 
fact develops that the International Harvester Com- 
pany has placed no such order as this nor has it been 
in the market for iron to any considerable extent re- 
cently. The week has been an inactive one in nearly 
all of the markets. One sale is reported of 300 tons 
of Southern No. 2 in this market at $13 Birmingham 
and the Western Fdy. Co. has placed an order for 
300 tons of Southern Silvery, but this order, we un- 
derstand, goes two ways, it being a combination order 
intended for the use of two interests. Notwithstand- 
ing the very dull pig iron reports that have been put 
out during the period since January 1 the figuring up 
of the January business shows a much greater aggre- 
gate sale of pig iron than was at all expected, and we 
are advised that the buying by small and moderate 
melters is steadily ‘becoming. stronger in the aggre- 
gate and bids fair to become of increasing volume 
steadily during March, April and May as the con- 
sumption of manufactured products increases.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: Practically no change is noticeable from conditions 
of a week ago. There is the same general run of small busi- 
ness for prompt shipment and little or no encouragement on 
the part of buyers toward interest in larger quantity for a 
more extended period. Such buying has been done by the 
Pipe Works and one or two of the larger industries, but 
is not yet of a general nature. The business done during 
February totaled up a very respectable tonnage and the month 
probably figured out a larger percentage of shipments against 
sales than any month in years. Consumption among general 
foundry trade is proceeding at about the same rate and 
stocks on consumers’ yards are being depleted wherever it 
is possible to do so. One or two fair-sized inquiries have 
developed and the tonnage is still pending. There are so 
many factors which enter into the pig iron situation at the 
present time, that it is hard to figure what the immediate 
future has in store, but it is confidently believed that a slow 
and gradual improvement will mark the development during 


the next few months. 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: There was more doing in the iron business in 
January than there was in December, and there was more 
doing in February than there was in January. It is a little 
early yet to speak for March, but there isn’t a particle of 
doubt that its record will surpass that of February, and it 
looks as if the ascending scale would be the order of things 
for some time to come 

Apparently those who predicted an instantaneous return 
to the conditions that ruled a year ago were badly mistaken 
We are going forward little by little, but the main fact of 
the situation is, we really are going forward, and are neither 
standing still nor going backward 

[he biggest new tonnage of pig iron is coming from two 
from the makers of cast iron pipe and from the 
manufacturers of open hearth steel. They have been buying 
in fairly large quantities for shipment from sixty to ninety 
days ahead. For the balance, current business consists of all 
kinds of small lots. Five hundred tons is something of a

curiosity, the average order being somewhere between on 
and two hundred tons, and to get this average you have to 
leave the carloads out. 

There is one thing that we have noticed that looks very 
encouraging, and that is the fact that consumers can no 
longer wait for their iron. If shipments are not made exactly 
on time, they raise a great row. Ninety days ago the longer 
shipments were delayed the better the consumer liked it, but 
now he is really needing iron. 

Then, too, there is much more activity in the coke market, 


which is a decidedly favorable indication.
